As a member of the central committee of 
the social revolutionary party Bogroff vis- 
ited St. Petersburg last spring on businessof 
his party and returned to Kieff on Sept. 8 
to assist in the protection of the emperorand 
the members of the imperial family at the 
maneuvers. 


Had Designs on Higher Person.

Cheats Fourth Assassin.

KIEFF, Sept. 15.—Premier Peter Stolypin, 
who was shot at the municipal theater last 
night in the presence of the czar, will recover 

and for the fourth time im his career cheat the 
assassin. First reports were that the premier 
was fatally wounded. 

Details of the attack resemble those of 
the assassination of Presltent McKinley at 
Buffalo. During the first intermission many 
members of the audience went forward to 
shake hands with M. Stolypin. 

During the second intermission the same 
informality was in progress and when Bogroff 
approached M. Stolypin the latter interrup‘ed 
a conversation with Minister of War Sukhom- 
linoff and faced the newcomer. The next 
moment—at 11:30 o’clock—pistol shots broke 
the comparative silence of the audience. 


Assassin Trodden Under Foot. 

Bogroff, after tiring point blank at the pre- 
mier, rushed out into the aisle, still clutching 
the weapon. He had reached a side exit 
when an officer intercepted him. The next 
moment the would-be assassin was felled and 
trodden under foot by angry spectators. The 
officer unsheathed his saber and endeavored 
to drive back the people, but before he was 
able to accomplish this Bogroff bad been 
trampled into inseneibility. - 

When the shots were heard by the audience 
there were startled cries from all over the 
house and the emperor jumped from his seat 
and started in the direction of the wounded 
premier. He realized at once that M. Stoly- 
pip had been shot, and turning to the or-

TENANTS WELCOME HELP. 


Report of Investigation Will 
Show Ten Families in a Two 
Story House; Sleep in Relays, 
Some Night, Others Day. 


Six Chicago women yesterday compiled the 
results of what has probably been the mast 
systematic campaign ever attempted for bet- 
tering sanitary conditions in the congested 
districts of Chicago. The result was com- 
plete approval of what had been done and a 
prayer to Chicago citizens that the work be 
continued. 

The women make up the subcommittee on 
summer work, sanitary instruction, appoint- 


ed by Mrs. Edward Lee, chairman of the 


civics committee of the Chicago Woman's 
club, last June. The members are: 

Mrs. Frank A. Johnson, Mrs. Frank Scott, 

Mrs. L. B. Doty, Mrs. L. B. Bishop, 

Mrs. Harry Rubens, Mrs. Frank Gérdon. 


Through.the three summer months each of 


the women has made a close inspection of 
conditions in the Ninth ward, where the 
investigation Was being carried on quietly 
by the committee's agent, Miss Rose Zwihi!- 
ski, formerly a worker in the New York tene- 
ment districts. 


Mrs. Johnson Tells of Work. 

‘I think I can summarize our work brief- 
lx. said Mrs. Johnson. When we started 
we found conditions appalling, almost un- 
believable. The section I saw was unspeak- 
ably vile. Thatis the most accurate descrip- 
tion I can offer. With three months of 
work this condition has changed materially. 
The district is not perfect by any means, but 
it is improved vastly and demonstrates the 
efficiency of-our work: The credit is entirely 
due Miss Zwihilski, who insisted on carrying 
on her campaigh alone. The rest of us simply 
watched and waited. 

Several things were made clear. The 
people there are not much to be blamed for 
the dirt and squalor. They took an interest in 
the movement from the start. They told 
thelr friends, they cleaned as well as they 
could, they coUperated. 

“The Indlords are to blame, or many of 


them are There is one place on Liberty 


street, quite the most awful place I ever saw. 
a two story structure holding ten families 
and a score of children, some of the rooms 


entered by scarcely a ray of light, holes big | 


enough tor two or three rats as large as |; ants who have been advising with the com- 


squirrels to enter abreast— and I think these 


did, for we had to dodge them—the water 
supply pipe broken and drenching the whole 
building—the alley literally lined with dead 
cats, and filth everywhere. 


Puts Blame on Landlords. 

One part was so shocking that we pre- 
valled on the janitor to board it up. I am 
told that he reported this to the agent and 
said he had spent $4 for the lumber and that 
shouting Mind your own business after this 
the agent knocked him down. 

That may serve to show how much in sym- 
pathy with our work the landlords are. When 
our records are published they will be vert- 
fied at the recorder's office, showing who this 
owner is. It Is enough for the present to 
say the place is owned by a railroad company 

The wretched people protest. but it does 
no good. The agent laughs and says: ‘If 
you don't like it get out. There are four peo- 
ple waiting to get in here. They have no 
chance save to make the best of their pitiful- 
ly poor opportunities and they have done 
that. : 

The section visited in the Ninth ward 
contains one square mile of territory and 
houses 44.900 persons. There are a variety 
of nationalities from the south of Europe. 
They are pent up in tiny rooms, in reeking 
basements practically without ventilation, 
in low attics ventilated all too well through 
the rifts in Ill constructed walls. 

“There are relays of tenants, one squad 
sleeping there in the day time and giving way 
as they go to work to another crowd that 
sleeps at night. There are old men and women 
too feeble to go out to work and puny, half 
nourished children thrust into employment 
as soon as the factory inspectors relax their 
vigilance for a mement. And everywhere 
there is dirt.“ 


Investigator Gives Women Help. 
The membefs of the woman's club admit 


‘their work was not pleasant. but they deny 


there was any sentiment about it. They tell 
of one report made by their investigator, 
touched by the poverty of one family, and 
begging permission to bestow a little money. 


The commitee said firmly the club’s money’ 


was to be used entirely for the work speci- 
fled, and refusec to allow it. Later they 
contributed from their individual purses and 
gave the needed assistance. The sanitary in- 
struction, however, was all they supplied as 


a body. 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH

Falling Bundle of Steel Barely Misses 
Him, Fatally Injuring One Man and

Yarrytown, N. X., Sept. 13.— [Special. 1 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. narrowly escaped 
death, one man will die, and four others were 
terribly injured in an accident which. oc- 
curred today on Mr. Rocketeller's father’s 
house. 

Mr. Rockefeller was watching the hoisting 
of a bundle of steel up to the roof, when one 
end of the steel caught on the cornice. The 
tierope broke and the steel slipped through 
the noose. Mr. Rockefeller yelled “Jump 
for your lives, men,” anc then sprang back 
as the steel fell to the ground, striking sev- 
era! of the men. 

One man’s skull was fractured and he prob- 
ably will die. Another is paralyzed. Others 
have bad cuts, but not fatal injuries. 

Mr. Hockefeller hastened to give first aid 
to the Injured men and dispatched others to 
get doctors ad nurses to the Rockefeller 
estate with all possible speed. The garage 
in the stable was turned inte a temporary 
hospital and it is there that the doctors and 
five nurses are worknig tonight to save the 
lives of the injured men.

Prevent Infection Hampered 
by State Official. 


Chicago’s vital interest in the suggested 
‘reorganization of the Illinois state board of 
health and the displacement of Dr. James A. 
Egan as its secretary and real executive of- 
ficer was emphasized yesterday by definite 
information that Dr. Egan in his official 
capacity had. gone the limit in obstructive 
tactics in opposing the policies of the Chi- 
cago health department in the present and 
past city “administrations. 

„Without any state health department 
whatever the efficiency of the Chicago de- 
partment of health during the time that 1 
was at its neac could have been improved 
23 percent. With a state health department 
which would have worked harmoniously with 
us the results would have been at least 50 
per cent better.” 

This was the statement of Dr. W. A Evans, 
who was commissioner of public health dur- 
ing the administration of Mayor Busse, when 
he was asked yesterday what he thought of 
the present régime in the state board of 
health. 

Egan Hampers Dr. Young. 
Moreover, Dr. Evans continued, I am 
assured that precisely the difficulties and the 
obstructions which were encountered in the 
past are just as acute now, during the in- 
cumbency of my successsor, Dr. Young.” 
The first difficulty which arose during the 
Busse administration between the state and 
the city Health departments had to do with 
the crusade for uninfected milk, which was 
personally conducted by Dr. Evans. A dairy 


Chicago was supplying milk in considerable 
quantities in lower Englewood. ~*~ 
Investigation by the Chicago department 
followed and it was found that one daugh- 
ter of the owner of the place had died recent- 
ly of typhoid fever and that another daugh- 
ter was ill with the same disease. Many peo- 
ple with typhoid fever were getting their milk 
from this dealer. The place was 
order of the Chicago officiale. Dr. an tried 
to have the privilege of selling milk restored 
to them, 

Two years later this dairyman again start- 
ed selling milk in his old neighborhood and 
shortly afterward a typhoid epidemic broke 
out in the neighborhood. 


Shields Typhoid Farm.” 
There was another investigation by the 
Chicago department. Typhoid was disclosed 
The milk establishment receiv ed the official 
sanction of Dr. Egan, who again exerted 
himself to have the dealer's license restored. 
There was a smallpox epidemic in Marengo, 
McHenry county, the home of former Speak- 
er Shurtleff of the Illinois house of repre- 
sentatives, and in the heart of the milk 
producing district tributary to Chicago. 
The Chicago health authorities learned 
of this and a personal investigation was 
made by Dr. Evans and one of his assistants. 
It was found that the smallpox was not in 
virulent form, but that there was plenty of it. 
There was a joint consultation of the mayor 
of Marengo and his health board and the 


told that if steps were not taken at once 
by themselves ‘Chicage would quarantine 
against Marengo without delay. The Ma- 
rengo officials were anxious te codperate 
to the fullest extent. 


‘Blocks City Health Board. 
At this moment Secretary Egan sent an 
inspector to Marengo. He made an investi- 
gation of the smallpox, as he reported, and 
advised certain Marengo people that such 
a strict quarantine was unnecessory. A sit- 
uation made serious because of the official 
status of the advice of the state board of 
health secretary was created, but the loca!

The truth is, the limitations upon bureau 
chiefs and heads of departments to exact per 
diem compensations for the employment of 
experts in such cases as this Is a doubtful 
legislative policy, and one cannot withhold 
one’s sympathy with an earnest effort by Dr. 
Wiley to pay proper compensation and se- 
cure expert assistance in the enforcement of 
90 important a statute. 

“If this were a knowing, willful, deliberate 
effort to evade the statute, accompanied bya 
scheme to conceal the evasion and violation, 
I should think the punishment recommended 
by the personhel board, and concurred in by 
the attorney general, was none too great; but 
an examination satisfies me that a different 
construction ought to be put upon what was 
done; that the evidence shows Dr. Wiley s 


justified him in doing what he did.

Complaints of the thefts to the milk wagon 
drivers have become so numerous that the 
érivers’ union now stations scouts to watch 
for the thieves. 
Sumner, business agent of the union, caught 
a man stealing a bottle of milk in the vicin- 
ity of West Gixty-seventh street and Center 
avenue. 
The man was taken to the Englewood police 
station, where he gave the mame of Philip 
Knox. He was dismissed after telling the 
judge that he had just been released from 
the house of correctic no and pleading for an- 
other chance. 
Sumner said thet a large number of bottles 
of milk had been stolen in that neighborhood 
every morning for the last week: Shortly 
before 5 o'clock in the morning the thief ap- 
peared. He had collected three bottles when 
Sumner pointed a revolver at him and sum- 
moned the police, 

Gatch Twelve Milk Thieves, 

Twelve other men have been found steal- 
ing milk in different parts of the city. Five 
ot them were captured and severely beaten.

Defies Them to Fire Him.

Bonds for Alleged Con“ Man Fixed 
at $150,000—District Attorney, Ab- 
sent, Had Made Other Plans. 


An inkling of friction between United 
States District Attorney James H. Wilkerson 
and his aids was given yesterday when 
George W. Post, alias S. A. Potter, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote and held in bonds of $150,000. 
Last Tuesday Mr. Wilkerson went before 
Judge George A. Carpenter in the United 
States District e0urt and. bad the original 
order providing k tor a bond of $10,000 for Post 
set aside. It was understood that Post would 
be left in jail until he requested release on 
bonds and that then the request would come 
before Judge Carpenter. 

Mr. Wilkerson was called from the city 
on business on Thursday, and returned 
shortly before midnight last night. He was 
surprised to learn that Post had been ar- 
raigned and bond fixed during his absence. 
He declared that he might have something 
to say about the matter, which is said to be 
@ serious breach of ethics in the procedure, 
today and after he has investigated. 

The bond required of Post wag one of the 
largest ever fixed m Chicago. Post is under 
indletment on six counts for using the 
mails to defraud—attempting to sell counter- 
tett money. He couldn't furnish security and

Vindication for Gary was the slogan of 
those who backed the resolution. It was in- 
troduced by Ald. William S. Feuer, a Demo- 
erat. Knotts is also a Democrat. Feuer is one 
ot the four councilmen not arrested for brib- 
ery in connection with the recent charges

Christina Pollock Denison offers a volume 


which she entitles “THE PARACELSYS OF 
ROBERT BROWNING.” in which she ventures 
upon a brief but intensely interesting résumé of 
the life.of Paracelsus. Browning’s poem is then 
printed in ful, and a review of the poem 
follows, in which the commentator makes, plain 
the devious ways of Browning's protagonist. 

A few lines ‘by. BdwardgBerdoe serve as a 
foreword. It is in Paracelsus (the work that 
posterity probably will estimate as Browning's 
greatest) that we must look for the strongest 
proof of his sympathy with man’s desire to know 
and bend the forces of nature to his service. 
Certainly the pregnant meaning of the poet's 
lines is added to by Miss Denison’s remarkable 
introduction. She calls attention to Browning’s 
declaration that he has taken only the very 
slightest liperties with his subject, and then 
proceeds to sketch with: much skill and the en- 
dences of careful study the character of that 
erudite and fearless man whose “ quackery ” has 
to a great extent become the proved wisdom of 
he present. 

To write lucidly of so mysterious a character 
is a severe test of the good sense and the cour- 
a of a biographer, but it must be affirmed 
tht Miss Denison has endured this test. She 
does not endeavor to limit the powers of Para- 
celsus to those of scientific observation. She 
grants him a divine inguisitiveness and the pos- 
session of a spiritual sense that piefced many 
mysteries. He acquired knowledge which, though 
repudiated by the men of-\his time, is accepted 
now by the most scrupulous scientists. What 
seemed magic then is commonplace now. But 
above and beyond this, he had perceptions and 
understandings difficult to place in any category 
and these were at once his compensation and 
‘his despair. He was one of those who reach 
out forever to exceed his ‘grasp, and if he were 
living today he would no doubt be as much in 
advance of our time as he was of his own. 

Miss Denison’s recapitulation. of the philoso- 
phy ef Paracelsus reveals a curious, rich, and 
only partly obsolete knowledge, the result of 
insatiable curiosity, of fearless investigation, 
and of a mind which, capable of understanding 
much, was credulous where lesser men might 
have been more exact. Students of Browning 
will set a high valuation upon this book. (The 
Baker & Taylor company.)

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Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
California Dishes. 

ALIFORNIA enterprise nowadays is par- 
ticularly directed toward teaching the 
world’s markets the value of the won- 
derful fruits of that state and of its 
nuts, Olives, raisins, wines, and of its 
big. vegetables—cucumbers seven feet long, 256. 
pound pumpkins seven feet in circumference, 
beets seven of which weigh 600 pounds, toma- 
toes from seventeen feet high vines, etc. Just 
now a delicious California fruit candy is being 
exploited. It has that quality which so many 
candy seekers want, an acid with a sweet in a 
soft candy. 

Sentiment, even before commerce and the 
interest of the tourists, long ago helped to 
promulgate a knowledge of the good things to 
eat from California, where the cooking has 
been subject to diverse influences. 

Onto the native Mexican cooking was graft- 
ed the Yankee, and unti this combination have 
been grafted the Chinese, the Japanese, Italian, 
etc. Yet one may live in California without 
cooking at all now, so abundant and splendid 
are its fruits and nuts. Pse is still found for 
the old settler’s pot, however—it is used to 
simmer the prune in. Soak and simmer—this 
is the Californian adjuration in reference to 
cooking the health giving prune. Soak it 
twelve hours with the sugar and then simmer 
end simmer in the same water, never adding 
sugar after the cooking, 
flavor. 

— 

One survival of the Mexican cooking is thus 
described by a Yankee, Kate Sanborn, who 
takes the greatest delight in the sweet, spicy, 
delicious grapes of California, but has no use 
for the tamale: “The tamale is a curious and 
dubious combination of chicken hash, meat, 
olives, pepper, and I know not what, in- 
closed in a corn husk, steamed until furiously 
hot, and then offered for sale by Mexicans in 
such. a sweet, appealing way that few can re- 
sist the novelty... It has a more uncertain 
pedigree than the sausage, and its effects are 
serious.” 

I do not. know how truly Californian the 
following recipes are. I give them as they 
were given to me. The stew probably was 
served with baking powder biscult, baked in a 
skillet, if such a one was made by the Yankee 
settlers, who, however, were preceded by the 
Spaniards by abeut 800 years. 

California Settlers’ Stew.—Put a pound of 
round ‘steak through meat chopper; mold in 
little balls like marbles. Inte a hot frying 
pan put an onien minced, a cupful of stewed 
tomatoes, two or three peppers, and a quart 
of water. When it bolls add the meat balls 
and let simmer about half an hour. Then add 
two or three potatoes diced, and when pota- 
toes are done season with salt and serve with 
toasted bread.—E. V.

California Fruit Trifle.— Two oranges, two 
bananas, 5 cents’ worth of green grapes. Dice 


the oranges and bananas the evening before 
and let stand in one-half cup of sugar. Next 
day soak two tablespoons of gelatine for ten 
minutes, then add one cup sugar and pour one 
cup of hot milk over the fruit. Just before 
serving cut up the green grapes, chop a few 
nuts, and add to the mixture. Serve with 
whipped cream.—G, J. 

May Irwin, in her cook book, has California 
rusk. California waffles, California poplar chips, 
California gingerbread, California Indian pud- 
ding, California plum pudding, California salad 
dressing, and California ice cream. 

The following recipes are from her book: 

California Poplar Chips.—Two eggs, well 
beaten; a pinch of salt; flour enough to mix 
stiff. Roll out as thin as a knife blade, cut in 
fancy shapes, and fry in deep fat. These are 
delicate and nice to serve with a cup of tea. 

California Gingerbread.—One cup cold strong 
tea, one cup of molasses (New Orleans), one 


cup brown sugar, two and a half cups of flour. 


one teaspoon soda, two and a half cups of flour, 


cup of chopped raisins. 


California Indian Pudding.—One pint of hot 


milk poured over two tablespoons of corn meal. 
One teaspoon salt. 
tablespoons of sugar. 
suet. 
teaspoon of cinnamon. 
Two-thirds of a cup of raisins. 
and steam three hours. Serve with cream and 
sugar.

OMETHING like 30,000 Chicagoans whose 
employment prevents their attending 
day school are expected to enroll in. the 
evening schools, which open Oct. 9 for a 
twenty week session. Last year 26,992 

were enrolled. 

In the thirty-three schools which will be 
used there will be classes in household arts, 
commercial and industrial subjects, and aca- 
demic work.

As chap- 
lain for fifteen years at the county jail, he 
was confidant and comrade to hundreds of 
despondent prisoners and father confessor 
to almost every condemned murderer who 
met death on the scaffold during that period. 
With Father Dore joking beside them, con- 
victed men walked smiling to oblivion. One 
wife. murderer said the only thing he re- 
gretted was leaving Father Dore. 

As story teller and singer the priest was in 
demand at banquets and gatherings of the- 
atrical and other professional men. It was 
often said that if he had notegone into the 
priesthood he would have made a great 
comedian. He organized the Garrick club 
of Our Lady of Lourdes church and fre- 
quently took part in its entertainments. 


Noted for His Humor. 

He was the only man, it is said, who ever 
broke down the reserve of the late Arch- 
bishop Feehan and coaxed that prelate into 
unrestrained laughter. His old time songs 
were the joy of his acquaintances. Two of 
his favorites were The Old Plaid Shawl,”’ 
and The Songs My Mother Used to Sing 

He was born in Boston Feb. 1, 18688, and 
educated in the Boston and Holy Cross col- 
leges. He pursued his theological studies 
at St. Viateur’s, Kankakee, III., and was or- 
dained a priest June 1. 1889. For ten years 
he was at the Holy Name cathedral, when 
he was transferred to West Chicago. Since 
1905 he had been assistant rector of Our 
Lady of Lourdes. He was a nephew of the 
late John P. Dore, for twenty-five years 
street commissioner of Boston, and also of 
Mer.

Two thousand odern troops outside Cheng 
Tu have not ye Joined the besiegers, but 
have moved from their barracks, which are 
outside the walls, into a camp five miles 
distant.. They refuse to obey the viceroy 
or to Participate in the siege. It is re- 
ported that the students of the military col- 
lege have joined these noncombatants. 

Authorities outside fear to attempt the 
relief of Cheng-Tu lest the neutral soldiers 
join the rebels.” 


— 
TRAINED SOLDIERS REVOLT. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—State depart- 
ment cable advices from Chargé Williams at 
Peking today said the government troops 
were confronted not by an unorganized mob 
of civilians but by trained soldiers who hold 
the approaches to the city of Cheng-Tu, and, 
Mr. Williams believes, have possession of the 
arsenal and magazine at the city’s south 
gate. The cablegram reported fighting at 
Klating. 

Charge Williams reported that while the 
situatiton wag critical no lives of foreigners 
were known to have been lost. 

While all of the eighty or more Americans 
and the British in Szechuen province have 
been asked to leave for places of safety, the 
viceroy has detained those in Cheng-Tu be- 
cause of danger outside of the city. 


CALHOUN TELLS OF REVOLT. 

Standpatters are doing the present in- 
surging in Szechwan province, China. This 
Was explained by Willlam J. Calhoun, min- 
ister to China, just before his departure from 
Chicago yesterday for the orient. 

Not only do the standpatters form the 
Chinese insurgent bedy, but the reforms 
againet which they are in rebellion are fa- 


thered by the emperor, “ the party in power.“ 


The reason ts that for once the party in power 
is advocating progress. Theinsurging stand- 
patters oppose it. . 

Danger to American citizens by the present 
disturbance is one reason for Mr. Calhoufi’s 
early return to his post. American capital is 
largely interested in the reforms which the 
standpatters are fighting. 

Mr. Calhoun explained: Szechwan is one 
of the more isolated provinces, The govern- 
ment contemplates to run a railroad through 
this lonely province. A revision of the cur- 
rency system also is planned. Szechwan 
opposes both reforms. 

“If one considers Szechwan merely as a 
vague province this rebellion may not seem 
formidable, but when it is remetberedd that 
the population of the province is 70,000,000 
some idea can be gained or the gravity ofthe 
Situation 5

Copies of the report of the Chicago vice

Distribution of prizes is not made untg 
séveral months after the contests for va. 
rious reasons: 

First—The form of contest for which prizes 
are given makes it necessary to wait until 
all the contests for the season have been 
finished before the number of prizes needed 
can be determined. 

Second—Specifications must then te wfit. 
ten, calling for certain desigas and quan- 
tity of each needed These are passed 
among the manufacturers or athictic prizes 
for competitive bids. After be lowest pricg 
has been secured a contract is #n-cred int 
with the firm agreeing to furnish the prizes 
for the least money. The manufacturer 
must then make his dies and the number of 
buttons called for. All of this takes much 
time. In a. private institution pr.zes cay 
be selected and purchased in a free and ar- 
bitrary manner, but in a public. institution 
certain methods of procedure must be fol- 
lowed in purchasing any article. 

Third—Sufficient time is allowed after each 
contest to carefully check up the records of 
eligibility, protests if any, and the per. 
formances of each competitor We con. 
sider this fundamental, as there are no rec. 
ords of any boy ever having received 6 
South Park prize unless he won it ‘fairly, 
and no records of any boy ever having failed 
to receive his prize when fairly won. The 
process of checking up these records is s 
time consuming one. For a single season it 
involves several hundreds of boys.

Pro Bono PvBLico. 


There has been one human death from 
rabies in Chicago during the current year. 
There were $4 in the ten years from 1899 to 
1909. During this year,’ Jan. 1 to Sept. 12, we 
have examined specimens from 107 dogs and 
cats suspected of rabies, and found that 65 of 
them certainly had the disease. These ani- 
mals had bitten 137 people, and, if prompt 
action had not been taken to immunize them 
by the ‘administration of the Pasteur treat- 
ment, it is pretty certain that at least 125 or 
120 of them would have been dead before this 
time. 

The reason one keeps an uncovered light 
out of a powder magazine is not because an 
explosion in a powder magazine is of daily 
occurrence or because many people lose their 
lives in a year by reason of such explosions, 
but it is because when a magazine is per- 
mitted to explode the damage is so appalling. 
It is exactly the same with rabies.
